The same pollcy followed with others
of the soldlers, Man aufter man, caught
inolated, was relleved of his rifte after
o struggle.

The small guard about the prisoners
withdrew Into a room and closed the
door, The mob crashed agninst it
bursting It In easily, and Cato and
Reed were dragged out. Reed wan
taken down ong stalyway with a rope
about his neck, and Cato down the
other, both plending for thelr lives. By
this time the crowd numbered 500 per-
sons. The doomed men were dragged,
the crowd shouting and cheering, along
the roadway towards Hodge's home-
mtead.

The heat was so Intepse that the
crowd wearled when two miles of the
six-mile route had been traversed, Go-
Ing 16 yards from the road the crowd
halted. The two negroes were told
they had but a short time to live and
they should confess. Reed partially
confessed, Implicating the other negro,
but, ns he had done In the court room,
denled he had taken part, The mur-
derer Cato nnswered Incoherently.

The crowd moved across a field to o
strip of woodlund, A member of the
mob made a Apeech, recounting the
harrors of the crime. This Inflamed the
crowd to the burning pitch. To a
large stump the men were cohained
with thelr backs to the stump. Then
n wagonload of plhe wood was hauled
to the apot, It was plled around the
men and 10 gallons of kerosene was
thrown over them.

The report may
refer to the crulser Bayan and gun-
boats and torpedo boat destroyers left
lr} the harbor, and one or two of With=-
oeft’s ships which were forced to lmp
back to Port Arthur after the fight of
August 10,

The report of the stking of the
crulser Rurlk s accepted as true In
official eireles; and the public had been
prepared for definite annodncement by
the publication thiz afternoon of the
report thal she had been badly dam-
aged. The authorities, out of consid-
eration for the famllies of officers and
sallors, declded to withhold the official
announcement until they have received
official report upon the return of the
cruisers Rossla and Gromobol to Viadi-
vostok, where experts figure they
should have arrived by this time,

There is u rumor attoat that the
cruisers DMann and Pallada have
reached Port Arthur, but the sources
of the report could not be ascertalned
and the authorities give it Hitle credit.
